regard to the trusts. They say that he 
has so clearly and ably set forth the 
proposition and the determination of 
himself and his party 
to meet 
the 


problem and remedy it. that he has 
left no ground for the democrats to 
stand on. His proposition, "I am not 
advocating anything revolutionary; I 
am advocating action to prevent any- 
thing revolutionary," is regarded as a 
terse and able statement of his posi- 
tion and that of his party and one that 
will appeal to the common sense of 
every sound business man and think- 
er in the country- 
It will contrast 


strongly 'With the remedies offered by 
the democrats, free trade, the des- 
truction of the trusts, etc. Some lead- 
ing jurists have already pronounced 
themselves in favor of the president's 
proposition that corporations should 
be under the control of the federal 
government. 
They do an interstate 


business, almost -without 
exception, 


and it is practically impossible for 
state legislatures to enact legislation 
which will meet the 
varying condi- 


tions in the several states. It is sug- 
gested that such a change in national 
jurisprudence would 
be 
>promptly 


followed by the establishment of the 
department of commerce, which was 
advocated by the president a year ago, 
and that the new department wouW 
'maintain relations with the corpora- 
tions very similar to those now main- 
tained between the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and t'he railroads. 
To the corporation or "trust" doing a 
legitimate business the proposed law 
could do no injury and, on the othe: 
hand, it would enable the prompt con- 
trol of any that attempted to use its 
power to the detriment of the people. 
The exceptional cordiality with which 
the president's every utterance has 
been received 'by democrats as well as 
by republicans, is regarded as signifl- 
cant of the general enthusiasm which 
the people entertain towards him and 
western politicians, who stop over in 
Washington, on their way to the re-

get good government and decent liv- 
ing here. 


"There is not any royal road to good 


government any more than there is a 
royal road to learning. You can. give 
a child every advantage, give him 
-books and teachers, but he has got 
to learn. He has got to do that him- 
self and it is the same way with cit- 
izenship 


;?J "You can frame laws and have a 


good constitution and after all has 
been done that you can do in that way 
you have accomplished simply the cre- 
ating of conditions which render it 
possible to have good citizenship. 


"The good citizenship has to come

laden tourists. 


Of course it is certain that this 


scheme of the government will indi- 
rectly redound to the benefit of the 
people of the country, for New Zea- 
land will be made more attractive to 
the tourists, who will make longer 
visits than tinder the ordinary condi- 
tions of travel and will therefore leave 
more money in the country. The re- 
sult will also be that more people will 
be attracted to the colony than in the 
past, and the probability is that a num- 
ber of them will remain here, tuns add- 
ing to the wealth and population. The 
feeling is thai too little is known in the 
outer world of tbe wonders of the coun- 
try, and this plan is undertaken in the 
hope that it will attract "all the world 
and his wife" to visit New Zealand and 
see for themselves the progress that 
the colony is making. 


It is not generally known that New 


Zealand has many regulations in its 
governmental affairs that place it 
many years ahead of other nations, j 
and all these regulations have tbe sole 
object of benefiting the people, not the 
few. 
Taxes can be paid in any post- 


office, aud life insurance and accident 
insurance premiums are payable at the 
same place. By act of parliament the 
postmaster" or postmistress can marry 
couples. Postal savings banks are also 
a popular and important feature of the 
system. It is said that today there arc 
no. less than 212,346 separate deposit- 
ors in these postal banks out of a pop- 
ulation of 883,000 people, with a total 
Ofi §32,000,000 on deposit. These de- 
posits all receive interest at the rate 
of 3 per cent. 


^Government ownership of railways, 


telephones and telegraphs is an estab- 
lished fact in New Zealand. The gov- 
ernment has also instituted, owns and 
operates life and accident insurance 
companies and labor bureaus. 
Here 


strikes are unknown, labor grievances 
all being passed on by an arbitration 
court composed of the judges of the su- 
preme court, one representative of the 
manufacturers and one representative 
of the organized labor interests. The 
leading features of the arbitration law 
of New Zealand are well worth not- 
ing as showing what can be accom- 
plished by simple legal procedure.

among their conquerors and every- 
where greeted with courtesies from the 
government and cheers from the popu- 
late. 


It 5s hard to believe that it is the 


j|ji«je ..English people that only two 
years ago had 110 word too bitter and 
contemptuous for the defenders of the 
veldi. 
One :uay feel sure that the 


warmth of the Boer leaders' reception 
rests upon something more substantial 
thau the mere good nature which vic- 
tory brings, particularly as it is lit- 
tle more than a nominal victory. If 
only the joy of success were involved, 
the visit of the Boer generals would be 
merely the iinal adornment of a tri- 
umph. Such an idea, It is safe to say, 
occurred to no Englishman, from king 
to costermouger, and the spontaneous 
tribute, of admiration to these brave 
foes does much to condone the former 
bitterness. 


It is said that King Edward upon re- 


ceiving, the generals warmly commend- 
•edtbe-liumanity with which the Boers 
had treated wounded British prisoners. 
But this is not a matter of record, 
tho'ugiv whatever may have been the 
terms of the meeting on board the roy- 
al,yacht, it is certain that the dignified, 
oaaniy and loyal attitude of the Boer 
chieftains will remove any lingering 
doubts as to the temper of their peo- 
ple, Awhile the frankly expressed ad- 
miration of the English people for a 
foe whose worth they have dearly 
learned, will go far to convince the 
Boers that they may count upon the 
generosity of their conquerors. Alto- 
gether England's reception of the Boer 
generals is a happy augury for peace 
In South Africa.

If conciliation 1s unsuccess- 
ful, the disputants must arbitrate. Dis- 
obedience of tho decision may be pun- 
ished or not, at tho discretion of tho 
court. 


Tho compulsion of the law la three- 


folfl—compulsory publicity, compulsory, 
reference to a disinterested arbiter, 
provided the disputants will not nrbl- 
trato voluntarily, niul compulsory obo- 
•lenco to the decision. It docs not forbid 
nor prevent disputes, but mnkcs tho 
nntneonlsts fight tholr battles In court 
according to n Icpnl codo Instead of tho 
ordinary "rulov of war." There Is no 
"ranking men ,work by law" and no 
"fixing wngea by law." Tho law snys 
only thnt If tbey, .work It must be with- 
out strikes or lockouts and that If they 
cannot mrr*** ns to wngc* the decision

authorities, who act as agents for the 
small farmer and sell his produce at a 
commission of 4 cents per pound. The 
government lends the small farmer, 
money and helps him to get along 
when troubles arise. The man whose 
income is less than $1,500 escapes scot 
free, paying no taxes. 
The farmer 


whose farm is worth only $2,500 is also 
exempt from taxation. The man who 
takes a poor piece of property and im- 
proves it pays taxes only on what it 
was worth when he bought it. The 
rich man, on the other hand, has to 
pay taxes on his land, on his income, 
on everything. 


The public holdings in New Zealand 


are'Very large, and the government dis- 
poses of them to settlers on very easy 
terms and in varying methods. There 
is one way by which the government 
employs those who are out of work- 
to clear the lands of timber and rock 
and sow them in grass. Then they are 
divided into small farms and are al- 
lotted to settlers at a perpetual rental 
large enough to cover the cost of clear- 
ing and at the same time give a fair 
interest on the value of the land. The 
size of such holdings is about 100 acres 
each. 


Another interesting feature of the 


conduct of affairs in New Zealand is 
that there are no poorhouses, the aged 
being pensioned by the government 
after their sixty-fifth year. 
The law 


applies to old women as well as to old 
men. If a man's income at the age of 
sixty-live is not more than $170 a year, 
he is given an annual present of $90, 
and if the income of his wife added to 
his does not exceed $340 the couple re- 
ceive $180 yearly. If the man's income 
•is a little more than $170, he is given 
enough to make it total $300. The law 
has been in effect since 1898 and re- 
quires to support it a tax of more than 
a dollar a year for every inhabitant of 
New Zealand. 


The colonization of the islands of 


New Zealand dates from the end of 
the year 1S42, and in spite of the fact 
that the government possessed no ter- 
ritory in the country on which they 
might settle few communities can point 
to a record of such substantial prog- 
ress. 
This is the more remarkable 


owing to the fact that the country has 
been devastated by two native wars, 
each of which retarded settlement for 
years, besides loading the young com- 
munity with a war debt heavy indeed 
Ju proportion to its population. 


Since the war of 1803 was finally put 


an end to in 1SCS, there has been no 
trouble of an organized character with 
the Maoris, who may now be regard- 
ed In the light of peaceable and often 
valuable citizens, with full representa- 
tion In tho colonial 
representative 


house of parliament and with sever.il 
of their principal chiefs sitting in the 
council or senate of the colony. 


Tho European population of New 


Zealand numbers fully 750,000, while, 
according to the last census, there were 
nearly 45,000 natives, inclusive of near- 
ly 3,000 half castes. The results bave 
so far been, on tho whole, remarkably 
miccexsful, and Now Zealand may be 
looked upon as one of the most pro- 
gressive of countries and of all tho 
Australasian colonies that In which tho 
wealth Is most equally divided among 
all clnssea.

The Right to Organize. 


Organized labor has recently won a 


significant victory in New Haven, 
Conn., where the employees of the 
street car lines struck because of the 
discharge of fellow workmen for aid- 
ing in the formation of a union. 
- "\Vithin. a few days," writes a New 
Haven correspondent of the Outlook, 
"nearly two dozen men, some of whom 
were among the oldest and most pop- 
ular servants of the road, were dis- 
missed 'for the benefit of the service.' 
It was noticed, however, that they 
were men who had in quiet ways fa- 
vored the organization of a union. Each 
morning some half dozen were dropped 
until the employees in a body took the 
^bull by the horns and organized them- 
selves' Into a union. Their first de- 
mands were for the reinstatement of 
their unfortunate comrades and their 
right to treat with the company col- 
;lt«tiToly. It was the refusal of the 
company to consider these demands 
that precipitated the strike. 
Public 


sympathy came promptly and ove 
whelmingly to the support of the strik- 
ers. Mass meetings of merchants, of 
business men and of citizens in gen- 
eral were held, and strong editorials 
were published in the daily prints re- 
enforcing the demands of the men. To 
these influences were added the vigor- 
ous efforts of many of the stockholders 
of the company, while the aldermen be- 
gan to consider the proposal of munici- 
pal ownership. The result was a speedy 
victory for the strikers. The company 
took back twenty-one of the discharged 
men and consented in tho future to 
treat with its men as a body." 


The significant thing about the inci- 


dent was the absolute unanimity of 
New Haven public sentiment on be- 
half of the strikers when the sole 
question at issue was their right to 
organize, which is quite at variance 
with the attitude of some employing 
corporations. 


President Truesdale of the D., L. and 


.W.,.,one,of. the anthracite coal carrying 
railroads, speaking of the strike, says 
that the "situation appears eminently 
satisfactory." It may be satisfactory 
to the1 mine owners and the coal roads, 
but the people who are paying $8 and 
$10 a ton for fuel, with the prospect of 
paying $12 and $14 for it before the 
coming winter is half over, are not so 
easily'.'^tiafied;

The entire product of this farm. 


amounting to 2.800 bales, is sent ui 
rect to 11 famous maker of pale ale in 
London and brings in to the growers 
about $110,000 every year. So highly 
does the brewer value these hops that 
ho pays from '2 to 4 cents more a pound 
for them than for any other hops from 
the same locality. 


Tho entire hop output of America is 


worth about $10.000.000 annually, and 
to Inmost this crop an army of iMU.OUO 
men. women and children is employed 
ns pickers alone, for there are 7U.OOO,- 
001) hop vines to be stripped. The pick- 
Ing has to be- done by hand within tho 
month of September, when the bios 
soms are at their best. Tho work is 
not very arduous or difficult, but it de- 
mands speed, and for this reason tho 
army of hop pickers must bo concon 
t rated in short order at the various 
farms throughout the country.
